ACADEMIC REQUIREMENTS 

Scholarship recipients must maintain an 
overall average of ‘B’ or better. Grades are 
averaged at the end of spring quarter/semester 
each year, It shall be the responsibility of th 
revipient and the college or university to sea 
that a transcript showing the overall academic 
average is submitted promptly, If st the end of 
spring quarter/semester a student does not have 
an overall ‘‘B’ average, he will be dropped from 
the program. A student may be reinstated when 


. be hus again attained tho required average. No 


student will be considered ‘for reinstatement 
more than one time, 


FAILURE TO MEET TEACHING OBLIGATION 
Those students who ‘ail to meet their teach- 
ing obligation will be required to repay the 
amount received under the program plus 5%per 
annurn interest accumulated from the date of 
withdrawal or graduation from college, 


MARRIAGE . 

Scholarship recipients marrying during their 
freshman or sophomore year will be dropped 
from the program, If funds are available, 
a student dropped under this restriction may be 
reinstated during his junior year, The marriage 
restriction applies to freshmen and sophomores 
only, 
TRANSFER 

Recipients cannot transfer more than one 
time during their college careers without per- 
mission from the State Scholarshtp Selection 
Committee, (Junior College transfers are not 
included in this rule) The State Scholarship 
office should be notified of all transfers at 
least two quarters in advance. ‘ 


GRADUATE STUDY 

Previous scholarship recipients may receive 
assistance for four consecutive quarters of 
graduate study in a public or private Georgia 
institution, The recipient must ‘be involved in
